Stationary guards arriving to relieve the guards on duty signal them by striking their
rifle butt or cartridge belt once or twice (according to the order of the day) followed
by the password. The two stationary guards secréte themselves 10-15 feet appart usually
near streams, crossroads and along paths leading to the border,

Pytrols make a single tour to the post boundary in a 4 hour wateh, They do not make
contact with the patrol of the sdjacent post, One of the 2-man patrol precedes the othep
to 200-300 meters, They do not approach closer than 300 meters to the border,

Dogs are not used for patrols., There is one dog at Komandatura heasdquarters in Voden
under the charge of a corporal.

In addition to patrol duty, Border Guard zastava soldiers have one hour of close order
drill, ome hour of firing practive at full length and chest targets at 200.300 meters,
and one hour of political inddetrination daily.
